you’d have my Advice, I’ll give it you in fiiort, for a Word 
'to the Wife is enough , and many Words won't fill a Bujhel , as 
Poor Richard fays. They join’d in defiring him to fpeak his 
Mind, and gathering round him, he proceeded as follows } 

“ Friends, fays he, and Neighbours, the Taxes are in- 
deed very heavy, and if thofe laid on by the Government 
i were the only Ones w^e had to pay, we might more ekfiiy 
jdifcharge them ; but we have many others, and much more 
'grievous to fome of us. We are taxed twice as much by 
jour Idlenefs. , three times as much by our Pride, and four 
times as much by our Folly, and from thefe Taxes the Com ' 
Jmifiioners cannot cafe or -deliver us by allowing an Abate 
jment. However let us hearken to goc*d Advice, and fome 
•thing may be done for us ; God helps" them that help themf elves 
as Poor Richard i ays, in his Almanack of 1733.
